Was the Accident Whicn Occurred 


on the C. & 0. at Russell. 


Two Car Inspectors of the Road Killed In- 


•Untly, While on Their Way to Work 


on a Railroad Trlcycle-Tr»ln Baa 


Into Them at Fall -Speed—Dr. A. 


G. BelUrcli, of This City, Was 


on the Train. 


Dr. A. G. Sellards, of this city, was 


a passenger on the west-bound 0. & O. 
accommodation 
this 
morning 
and 


brought the news to this city of a hor- 
rible accident which occurred on that 
road. By this accident two young and 
industrious men were killed Instantly. 
It had been the custom tor Addison 
Jacobs and Henry Smita, who live at 
Wurtland, Ky., to go to Russell, where 
they were employed us car inspectors 
on the O. & O. They went nsuaUy on 
a railroad trioyole, which they had 
bought for the purpose. This morning 
they bad probably overslept themselves 
and could not wait for the train.to pass 
by, for fear they would be late to work. 
They expected to see the train far 
enough ahead to take their machine off 
thejtraok in time to let the train pass 
by, but the atmosphere was against 
them. 
It was so foggy that it was im- 


possible to see a hnnflred feet distant. 
The ^engineer of the passenger train 
oould not see either, and ao happened 
the accident. 


The train dashed into the tricycle at 


about 6:25, with a full head of steam 
on, and threw the men and machine 
twenty or thirty feet from th'e track. 
The train was stopped ae quickly as 
possible, but the men were found to be. 
dead, having been killed instantly. 


Their bodies were ; put on the train 


and brought to Qreennp. 
Dr. Sellards, 


being known by the train officials, was 
asked to examine the bodies and found 
them in a horrible condition. The 
lower limbs of Jacobs were broken into 
a thousand pieces, and Smith was badly 
mangled. The latter was married, but 
Jacobs is thougt to be single. 


It seems strange that the men should 


put themselves in such danger, because 
they knew the time the train was due. 
AB said before, they thought 'they 
could see the train in time to get off 
the track, but the fog prevented them 
and the train killed both on a straight 
piece of road, where on a clear day the 
train could be seen a mile away.

William Herbert Bell, of Olifton, rec- 
ognized as one of the moat prominent 
physicians and expert surgeons in Cin- 
cinnati. He examined the wounds in 
the head mada by the pistol shot. 
The 


hole in the right temple was an inch 
and a quarter wide and the one in the 
back of the head one-half an inch wide. 
The examination greatly strengthened 
the theory of murder. As is well 
known, a bullet entering the flesh will 
make but a small hole. 
At the place 


of exit it always tears a big hole. 


The bullet that killed Geo. Engleit 


went in at thu left side of the head and 
came out at the right temple. 
All the 


evidence before the coroner tended to 
the theory that the bullet made its en- 
trance in the temple and came out on 
the side of the head. Had this been the 
case, there would have been a small 
hole in the tejaple and a large one at 
the point of exit. 
Such was not tbe 


case. It is claimed that it would be 
impossible for a man to hold a pistol 
to the left side of the head and send a 
bullet in the direction tho ball took 
that brought death to Englert. Another 
discovery made by Dr. Bell. 
There 


were no signs of powder marks about 
the head. There was not a word of 
evidence before the coroner to the con- 
trary. 
A pistol fired at olose range, as 


must necesaaiily have been the case in 
suicide, would have left some powder 
marks. Upan these two important 
points the prosecution will rely greatly 
for conviction. Photographs of the 
bullet holes were taken by Dr. Bell. 


As' to the motive which 
would 


prompt Dr. Abbott tu commit murder, 
there is considerable speculation. 
His 


record is not the most clean. 
He came 


here with the.Englerts and has always 
been particularly intimate with Mrs. 
Englert. 
Their relations have 
not 


always been the most proper, if all 
stories are true. 
George Englert often 


objected to Abbott's presence in the 
house with his mother, and there were 
many quarrels in the family on this 
score. 
George being the oldest child, 


and presumably the head of the family, 
was outspoken Jin his dislike for the 
doctor and naturally resented the inter- 
ference in his mother's affairs. Some 
attribute to Abbott the cause of the 
separation of George and his wife. 
Friends of the two men always ex- 
pressed a fear that some day there 
would be serious trouble. 
No one can 


be found who ever heard Dr. Abbott 
make any throats on the _life of Eng- 
lert. 


Abbott's past record is against him. 


When he came here with the Englerts 
be hung out his shingle as a practicing 
physician. He made no attempt to be- 
come acquainted with other members 
of the profession and he was at once 
spotted by them and inquiries set on 
foot that resulted in hia taking down 
his shingle. 
He has no diploma from 


a medical institution and the state 
board instructed that unless he quit the 
practice of medicine he would be prose- 
cuted. JHe quit presumably, but on the 
quiet he has been doing some little 
work not generally taken up by the 
profession. 
It is said he served a term 


in jail in Cincinnati a few years ago 
for a criminal operation [performed on 
a sixteen-year-old girl. He has been 
debarred from practice wherever he has 
been. 


Abbott has been a familiar figure 


about the Lodge. 
He is a tall, spare 


man, about thirty-five years old, and 
wears glasses. 
He Hied a petition for 


jew- 


divorce a few weeks ago, charging hia 
wife; whom he married afc Ft. Anthony, 
Iowa,in 1891, witw desertion. They have 
one child, now in the custody of the 
mother. 


The accused man is now occupying a 


cell in the station house. 
No one is 


allowed to talk to 'chim. He will not 
have a preliminary hearing before Fri- 
day, and possibly Saturday. Mrs. Lay- 
her, of West Sixth street, appeared 
early this morning and wanted to go on 
his bond for his release. 
The charge, 


however, on which he was arrested 
will not permit of bis release on bail 
before preliminary examination. 
Ab- 


bofet shows no concern at his arrest, but 
takes the whole thing as a matter of 
persecution and blackmail.

unlawfully, purposely and of aeliber- 
ate and premeditated malice did dis- 
charge Jand shoot off to against and 
upon the said Geo. Englert with the 
intent aforesaid, and that the said 
Albert L. Abbott, with the leaden bnl- 
let out of the pistol aforesaid, by force 
of the gun powder aforesaid, by the 
said Albert L. Abobtt then and there 
discharged and shot off aa aforesaid, 
him the said Geo. Englert in and npon 
the left side of the back of the head of 
him, the said Geo. Englert, then and 
there, unlawfully, purposely and of 
deliberate and premeditated malice did 
strike, penetrate and wound with the 
intent aforesasid, thereby then and 
there giving to him, the said Geo.

by Abbott to defend him. 
Prosecuting 


Attorney Bannon has taken hold of the 
case and is now engaged in collecting 
evidence. 


Dr. Lottridge, who was called in at 


the time of the shooting, was seen by a 
Times reporter this afternoon.

he did not care to talk about the affair, 
he expressed no surprise at the turn of 
the case.

the murder of Geo. Englert. 


He was arrestea at two o'clock this 


morning in bia ' room at the Lodge 
Cafe, on West Second street. 
Police- 


man Heiriok made the arrest. 


The affidavit on whioh he was ar- 


rested charges murder in the firat de- 
gree. It is sworn to by Geo. H. Sauer, 
a moulder at the Portsmouth Stove and 
Range works, and a close friend of the 
murdered man's wife's family. The 
warrant for Dr. Abbott's arrest was 
placed in the hands of Marshal SohmUt 
last Saturday night, October 23d. 
' The arrest was delayed until last 
night, in order that most important 
testimony to the prosecution might be 
secured first. The Times has been 
cognizant of the movements of the 
authorities from the very first, bat up- 
on their urgent request refrained from 
giving any publicity to the matter. 
Other papers have been filled with vain 
conjectures relative to the affair. 
The 


Times alone was in true possession cf 
the facts. 


To many the news of the arrest of 


Dr. Abbott, charged with murder, does 
not come as any great surprise. Amyig 
those who were in a position to know 
there has always been doubt oast upon 
the theory that George Englert, young 
and full of life as he was, committed 
snioide. • It has-been the firm belief of 
Marshal SohmitVfrom the very start 
that there was fdul play, at the bottom 
of his death. 
'''•". 


The absence of any direct proof to 


convict anyone of the murder has al- 
ways been lacking. 
There is nothing 


now upon which to secure a conviction 
of Dr. Abbott but circumstantial evi- 
dence. 
The police think this 
suffic- 


iently strong to warrant the arrest of 
Dr. Abbott, and he will be held for 
preliminary examination on the charge 
of murder in the first degree, punish- 
able with death. 
,v 
The details of the alleged suicide of 


young Englflrt are freah in the minda 
of the public. 
He was a yonug man 2H 


years old and the son of Mrs. Wm. 
Englert, proprietress of the Lodge Oufe 
and saloon, on West Second street. The 
family game here about a year and ; 
half ago from Oummiusville, Cinciu 
nati. 
He had been married, but there 


was trouble between his wife and his 
folks, so she' did not live with him. 
Sunday night, August 23d, George was 
drinding heavily. About ouo o'clock in 
the morning his mother made him go 
upstairs to his room in the Lodge build- 
ing, where the family resided, und put 
him to bad. The story goes that they 
had a quarrel and George, pulliug a 
pistol out from under his pillow as his 
mother left the room, shot himself in 
the head, dying iu a few seconds. 


Coroner Davidson held an inquest, 


and it is on the discrepancies of this ex- 
aifliuation that the authorities rely for 
important testimony for conviction of 
Dr. Abbott. 
i 


Mrs. Engleit's testimony, given un- 


der rather peculiar circumstances, was 
to the effect that she was in the room 
with her son ivt the time of the shoot- 
ing. 
He was drunk [and she assisted 


him to take off his clothes and help 
him in bed. He took [a pistol out of 
his pooket and put it under his pillow. 
As she was leaving the room she turned 
and saw him fire a shot in his right 
temple.' 


Geo. Clark, bar-keeper, testified be- 


fore the coroner that George had been 
drinking and had a revolver in his 
pocket. He saw George and his mother 
go in the room. 
He went to his own 


room with the porter. The porter spoke 
about George having the pistol and 
naid to Ciark that he believed ha had 
better go tell his mother about it and 
have her take it away from him, aa 
George had threatened to kill himself. 
He next heard a pistol shot and then 
Abbott 
1 called 
him. He went 
to 


George's room and fonnd Abbott there. 
George had his right arm across his 
breast, with the pistol in his hand. 


Dr. Lottridge testified that by the 


time he reached the Lodge the man's 
heart had almost stopped beating. 
He 


saw a hole iu tbe temple and was talc 
that was the point of enrty of the bul 
let.
